Sir, 
I have the honor to forward herewith a compilation of 
* STATISTICS OF QUEENSLAND FOR THE YEAR 1869.” 


Some departure will be noticed from the form of Statistical Registers 
hitherto adopted. This alteration is chiefly owing to a considerable amount 
of matter that would otherwise have been included, having been already 
laid before Parliament in the “Blue Book’? for 1869. 


An Alphabetical Index to the contents of the tables, as well as a 
consecutive Index to the tables themselves, will be found at foot of this 
Report, accompanied by a Statistical View of the Colony, which appears 
to give a very useful summary of some of the more important results. 


The following remarks are also submitted on sundry matters of 
general interest :— 


PARLIAMENTARY BUSINESS. 


The First Session of the Fourth Parliament of Queensland having 
been adjourned on the 30th December, 1868, Parliament resumed on the 
26th January, 1869; adjourned on the 29th January to the 16th March; 
proceeded to business on the 18th March, and continued to sit until the 
22nd April, when it was prorogued, until the 4th May, by Commissioners, 
in the name of His Excellency the Governor. 

During this Session it appears that twenty-three Bills were intro- 
duced into Parliament, of which two became law: of these, twenty-one 
originated in the Legislative Assembly, one of which was pro formd; two 
originated in .the Legislative Council, one of which was pro formd; and 
the other failed to pass. j 
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The Second Session of the Fourth Parliament.—Pursuant to procla- 
mation of His Excellency the Governor, dated the 30th April, 1869, 
Parliament re-assembled on the 4th May, and was opened by His Excellency 
the Governor in person, and continued to sit until the 14th September, 
when Parliament was prorogued by His. Excellency the Governor in person 
until the 30th day of November; and was subsequently further prorogued, 
a notice dated the 25th November, until the 8th day of February, 
1870. 

During this Session there were originated in the Legislative Assembly 
thirty-nine Bills, of which seventeen became law ; and in the Council, three, 
of which one was pro formd, and the other two failed to pass. 


POPULATION. 


Tables on this subject will be found, numbered from LXXXVI. to 
XCII., pages 139 to 142. 

The population of the Colony, on the 31st December, 1869, is 
estimated at—

This has been arrived at by the addition, to the estimated popula- 
tion at the close of 1868, of the increase by births over deaths during the 
year—viz., 2,893; and the subtraction of decrease by emigration as against 
immigration by sea—viz., 423. 

It has not been possible to obtain any account of the movements 
into or out of the Colony by land, but it is not apprehended that much 
difference has arisen from this cause. 

The mean population of the year is estimated at. 108,662. 

It is satisfactory to notice that, whilst the absolute number of births 
registered has increased from 4,460, in 1868, to 4,654, in 1869, the deaths 
have decreased, in the same period, from 1,799 to 1,761. 

The difference caused by an excess of departures, 423, as against an 
excess of arrivals of 4,287 in the previous year, may be accounted for by 
the decrease of immigration from Europe and the migratory nature of the 
Gold Fields population. Indeed, the Gold Fields returns, as against those 
of 1868, give an absolute decrease of population amounting to 1,118, of 
which 517 were Chinese. On the other hand, the estimated total population 
in Municipalities has increased by 803. 

The movements of Polynesians show an immigration of 327 against 
a return to their homes of 114, making an apparent increase of 2138; 
but against this there appear to have been not less than fifty-six deaths, 
leaving a net increase of 157. It is not improbable that many deaths have 
occurred in the bush of laborers having left their employment, and whose 
deaths have not been registered. 


VITAL STATISTICS. 


The practice has, hitherto, obtained of publishing these statistics 
separately, but of including in the “ Statistical Register” a considerable 
amount of the results. 

As on this occasion the Report on the Vital Statistics will be laid 
before Parliament almost, if not absolutely at the same time as this Report, 
all that seems necessary here is to direct attention to the appefided tables, 
numbered from XCVI. to CII., both inclusive. 

The Meteorological Statistics of the Colony are at present almost in 
their infancy. In course of time, as the experience of years accumulates 
and the number of stations for observation increases, it may be possible to 
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deduce from these statistics at least an approach to the periodical changes 
of weather. If such a result be obtained, it must be most valuable to 
the agriculturist ; but, from the geographical position of the colony, one 
can hardly hope for any very well defined result, and certainly not for many 
years to come. 

The Meteorological tables for the year 1869 will be found numbered 
from CIITI. to CVI., both inclusive. 


PUBLIC LANDS. 


The disposal of the Public Lands of the Colony demands some 
attention. 

These lands are primarily divided into two classes, termed Settled 
and Unsettled, and sub-divided into various districts. 

The following table gives an approximate of the contents of the 
Settled Districts :—

Without alluding to a variety of past legislation, the principal Acts 
now in force are, with regard to the Settled Districts, “ The Crown Lands 
Alienation Act of 1868” (31 Victoria, No. 46); and as to Unsettled, “‘ The 
Pastoral Leases Act of 1869” (33 Victoria, No. 10). 

The returns on the subject will be found in Tables X. to XVL., both 
inclusive, pages 38 to 43; but a few general observations may be deemed 
appropriate here. 

Tables Nos. XIV. and XV., page 40, give returns of the areas 
respectively of the lands occupied exclusively for pastoral purposes’ in the 
Unsettled and the more important Settled Districts respectively. 

With regard to the operations under “ The Crown Lands Alienatian 
Act of 1868,” by reference to Table No. X., page 38, there appear to have 
been resumed from pastoral occupation and for purposes of alienation, 
7,308,969 acres; there have been selected, 1,102,075 acres; leaving, 
apparently, still open at end of 1869, 6,206,894 acres. But it must be 
understood that the lands so selected were not exclusively from the lands so 
resumed, and the amount left open for selection ought, consequently, to be 
larger than the apparent residue. 


The dealings under the Act may be roughly classified as— 


1. Reservations for public purposes (in which may fairly be 
included commonage reserves). 

2. Selections for mining other than for gold. 

3. Sales by selections under the Act, commonly described as leases, 
but, more correctly, purchases with the benefit of deferred pay- 
ments if desired, and apparently subject to certain conditions. 
These selections comprise three classes of transactions—viz., 
Conditional purchases, Homestead selections, and Pre-emptive 
purchases. 

.. Selections for sugar and coffee growing. 
. Sales by auction. 


The returns of the reservations, Class 1, will be found in Table XIIL., 
page 39; 
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Those of mining selections, Class 2, together with the sugar and 
coffee, Class 4, are in Table XI., page 388. 


The most numerous and important selections come under Class 3, and 
a return of them will be found in Table XII., page 38. 

The latest return of a similar nature, comprising transactions from 
the commencement of the Act to the end of 1868, was presented to 
Parliament, and ordered to be printed, in February, 1869, and will be found 
in the “* Votes and Proceedings” of the Session 1868-9, page 445. 

The following table may be useful, being a comparison between that 
return and the one for the transactions of the year 1869. It exhibits an 
increase in the ordinary and homestead selections, both in numbers and area 
taken ; a decrease both in number and area of the pre-emptive selections ; 
a total increase in area alienated; a total decrease in the proceeds, but an 
absolute increase in cash realized, and an increase in survey fees.

The falling off both of quantities sold and of proceeds is good proof 
that, as regards country lands, the selection with deferred payment system 
is preferred by the majority of land buyers, and the competition at auction 
sales now appears to be much reduced.

The natural sequel to a statement of the occupation of land is the 
result in the shape of Production. 
LIVE STOCK. 


Table XC., page 153, gives the total of Live Stock returned for the 
year 1869, as follows :—

The returns of sheep exported borderwise are probably very 
incomplete, but, to fully explain the above discrepancy, very serious losses 
must be assumed from floods and other contingencies of the weather. 


The modern processes for preserving and otherwise utilising meat, 
have introduced a new and rapidly increasing industry into the Colony, at 
once adding to the exportable production and checking the undue increase 
of stock; but it is possible that a proper return has not been made of the 
number of sheep killed specially for this purpose. 


The commercial results of pastoral production may be summarised 
from the exports, and compared with those of the preceding year, as 
follows :—

AGRICULTURE. 


This is, perhaps, the next most important and increasing interest of 
the Colony. 

At page 155 will be found a table, No. CXII., showing the total 
amount of Land returned as under crop throughout the Colony, with details 
of the different amounts and descriptions of crops in the various dis- 
tricts. 

The value of the Live Stock and Agricultural Statistics is most 
seriously diminished by the very imperfect ‘system at present adopted for 
collecting the returns. The forms furnished are sufficient and amply 
distributed, and no blame can, under existing circumstances, be attached 
to the Police who- collect them, But there are no means either of 
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enforcing any returns at all, or (with slight exceptions) of checking 
the accuracy of the returns furnished, or of punishing wilful or careless 
errors in them, In some cases returns are flatly refused; in others, false 
information is given, sometimes from a narrow-minded prejudice against 
yielding information upon private affairs, but at other times, with an 
absence of any apparent motive, except mischief, that is difficult to under- 
stand. 

In the particular case of Sheep returns some check is derivable 
from the returns to the Chief Inspector of Sheep under “ The Diseases in 
Sheep Act of 1867,” and that gentleman has always cordially given any 
information or assistance in his power on the subject. 


As to Sugar there is also a check through the Inspectors of Dis- 
tilleries, but it only applies to those districts in which legalized stills are 
in operation. 

The Customs returns afford some check upon the totals of Exportable 
Produce, but only to the extent that it is actually exported. 

It may be that any more perfect statistical system would be more 
expensive, and the expense in so sparsely populated a colony as Queensland 
would be far higher than in a smaller country with the same number of 
inhabitants ; but the value of statistics varies directly with the amount of 
their accuracy, and the means of ensuring that accuracy by competent 
checks. 

The following is a comparison of the totals of the various Crops, 
as between 1868 and 1869. It might have been desirable to give a more 
detailed comparative table, as in the report for the year 166/; but for the 
ordinary reader the general comparison will be sufficient, whilst any par- 
ticular items desired can be easily obtained from the Statistics :—

Taking these returns, however, for what they are worth (and even as 
an approximation the value is not iveonsiderable), it appears that the total 
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extent of land under crop in the Colony has increased from 89,321 acres, in 
1868, to 47,034, in 1869, or by nearly twenty per cent. 


The following table shows the increase and decrease of Areas under

The most noticeable increase is in the Ipswich district, where it 
amounts to over forty-four per cent. on the area returned as under crop in 
1868. In the extensive tract of country forming the Brisbane district the 
increase is barely eighteen per cent. But the increase in these two districts 
amounts to nearly nine-tenths of the absolute increase of cultivation through- 
out the Colony. 


In the districts of Drayton and Toowoomba, and of Warwick, usually 
looked upon as so suitable for agricultural pursuits, there is an absolute 
falling off in the total area returned as under crop. 


The cultivation of wheat for grain in this Colony, being practically 
confined to these districts, special returns of the wheat crop were collected 
from them; the results of these will be found noted below. 

Although collected at the same time as the general returns for these 
districts, there is a discrepancy between the total results, which, though 
small, ought not to have occurred, and of which a satisfactory explanation 
is not forthcoming. 

The returns give a total of 2,640 acres, in 1869, as against 3,374 acres, 
in 1868; showing a decrease of 733 acres, or over twenty-one per cent. 
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The details,-as per annexed statement, may be useful :—

Assuming these figures to be correct, the discrepancy between the 
results of the two districts is noteworthy. Whether owing to differences 
in the quality of seed, or the nature of the soil, or the process of cultiva- 
tion, it is at least remarkable that, in the Drayton and Toowoomba district, 
only twenty-nine per cent. of the crop was free from rust, whilst in the 
Warwick there was nearly eighty per cent. clean. 

The average produce from the clean crop is the same in both districts 
—nineteen and‘a-half bushels to the acre, a return which compares very 
favorably with the published returns of yield in South Australia. The 
average annual yield in that Colony from 1858 to 1869 varied from eight 
bushels forty-four pounds to fourteen bushels twenty pounds per acre; the 
mean average for eleven years being under eleven bushels per acre, whilst 
the highest average—i. e., for the year 1866—7—-was fourteen bushels twenty 
pounds—almost identical with the average of our present returns from the 
whole crop, clean as well as rusty. 

In Maize for Grain there is a total increase of 3,417a. lr. 7p., or at 
the rate of a little over twenty-seven per cent. Of this increase 1,233 acres 
belong to the Ipswich district ; 726 acres to the Brisbane district ; 548 acres 
to the Drayton and Toowoomba district ; 481 acres to Warwick ; 240 acres 
to Maryborough; 50 acres to Mackay; nearly 70 acres to Bowen; and 
30 acres to Dalby. 

The amount of Maize for Green Food shows a slight increase; but it 
is a comparatively unimportant crop. 

Barley and Oats give a slight increase ; Potatoes, a slight falling off. 

In Cotton there is a steady increase, the area under crop having 
risen to 14,426 acres, or over thirty per cent. of the land under cultivation 
throughout the Colony. 

In this production the Ipswich district again takes the lead with 
10,650 acres, as against 7,957 in 1868; the Brisbane district, next in 
quantity, only returning 3,197 acres, as against 2,246. 

The steady increase of this staple from year to year is highly 
encouraging, and its value to the Colony is enhanced by the fact that it is 
now established as one of the standard crops of the small farmer. 

Sugar Cane is another crop rapidly advancing in importance, both 
as to the number of persons for whom it finds employment, and the high 
value of results obtained from it. The total area is returned at 5,165 acres, 
against 3,396 in 1868, an increase of over fifty per cent. Details will be 
found in annexed table :—

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A large proportion of the total area is found in the Brisbane district, 
which now returns 2,675 acres. Ipswich does not appear so well suited for 
sugar as for other things, but returns 165 acres as against 51 previously. 
But there are symptoms of the cultivation spreading in the hotter climate 
to the north: Bowen, for the first time, returns 45 acres; Cardwell, 
stationary, at 90; Mackay, 919, against 414; and Maryborough, 1,261, 
against 807. 

As the cultivation of sugar cane involves the necessity of providing 
means for crushing and subsequent processes of manufacture, the increase in 
the present returns is proof of very satisfactory progress. 

Much, no doubt, has yet to be learnt as to both the cultivation of the 
cane and the most economical modes of dealing with it; and it must, be 
remembered that the full results of the area now under crop will not, even 
under favorable circumstances, be realized for a considerable time yet to 
come. 


All the sugar at present produced is consumed within the Colony. 
The quantity manufactured both of Sugar and Rum is returned in table 
CIX. 


With regard to Vines the increase is not nearly so large as might be 
anticipated, and the time has not yet arrived when Queensland wine is to 
be deemed a staple production. 


THE MINERAL PRODUCTIONS 


Are important, and it is hoped will yet prove more so to the Colony. Fore- 
most in this class is 


GOLD. 


As already observed, the gold-seeking population has decreased. 
By reference to table No. CVIII., page 152, it appears that the 


machines employed are much the same in number and power as in the 
preceding year. j 


The amount of gold sent down by escort is slightly increased—viz., 
in value, £451,352 9s. 6d., as against £429,907 12s. 10d.; whilst the total 
exported shows a decrease, £523,041 as against £593,516. 


It seems that the alluvial seeking for gold has decreased, whilst 
the slower and more solid working of quartz reefs has been to a greater 
extent developed. 


The amount of gold disseminated over the country appears to be 
large but scattered, and not to be obtained without considerable labor. 


COPPER, &c. 


There appear to be very valuable deposits of copper ore in various 
parts of the Colony, but the returns of quantity raised are meagre. 
Clermont may be taken as the head-quarters of the most successful present 
operations, which promise to afford good employment for some time to come 
for a considerable population. 


It is unfortunate that, owing to an oversight, a large amount of 
smelted copper has been set down in the Customs export returns as ore, and 
this mistake has been copied in the statistical view. The entire amount 
there stated at a value of £87,268 may be taken as smelted copper. 

With regard to Mines and Quarries generally, table No. CXIV., 
page 157, gives all the information returned; it is but small, and the returns 
of previous years do not afford means of comparison of any value. 

It is generally understood that the mineral wealth of the Colony is 
enormous, but has yet to be developed—a task for which time, capital, and 
population are all required. . 
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COAL. 


It is supposed that the wealth of the Colony, in this substance, is 
very great, and diffused over large areas. 

At present the amount raised is comparatively small, but (although 
in one or two places it affords employment to a considerable number of 
hands) the quantity raised is not reported, and as its consumption is almost 
confined to the Colony, the Export Returns do not supply information on 
the subject. 


INTERCHANGE. 
POSTAL COMMUNICATION. 


At page 116 will be found the returns on this subject. 

During 1869 the number of Post Offices in the Colony was increased 
from 93 to 107, and 1,805 miles added to the postal lines, the direct extent 
over which mails were carried under contracts being 9,843 miles. Notwith- 
standing this increased facility of communication, the number of letters 
returned as passing through the post has considerably diminished, being only 
1,704,370 in 1869 against 2,158,581 in 1868, ora falling off of 454,211. It 
is difficult to account for this large falling off, of which 87 per cent. belongs 
to the town and inland business. 

In contrast to this, the Money Order Department shows an increased 
business. The number of Money Order Offices has been increased from 
23 to 38, and the number of orders issued is 1,188 in excess of the number 
issued in 1868, with an increase in amount remitted of £4,245 7s. 6d. The 
principal increase has been within the Colony itself. 

The increase in the number of orders paid was 1,890, and in the 
amount, £4,399 14s. The chief increase in this case also was within the 
Colony. The transactions with Great Britain and the other colonies, 
excepting New South Wales and Victoria, exhibit a decrease. 

The revenue from all sources has slightly increased, viz., £116 7s. 8d., 


whilst the expenditure shows a reduction of £584 5s. 6d. on that of 1868, 
without regarding that in the expenditure for 1869 was included £802 17s. 2d. 
paid on account of previous years. 


ELECTRIC TELEGRAPHS. 


The Telegraph Statistics will be found at page 117. On the 81st 
December, 1869, there were 41 telegraph stations open in the Colony, and 
2,182 miles of line; six additional stations, and 371 miles of line, having 
been opened during the year. 

The number of messages transmitted was 70,112, of which 49,883 
were paid telegrams, and 20,229 on the Government service. The cash 
receipts amounted to £11,635, as against a total expenditure for the year of 
£14,668, leaving an apparent loss of £3,033; but Government telegrams to 
the value of £6,776 were sent unpaid for, so that the working may fairly 
claim a profit of £3,743. 


RAILWAYS. 


Traffic returns will be found at page 118. 

The Warwick extension, having been completed as far as Allora during 
the year, has added 46 additional miles to our Railway System. 

The number of Passengers conveyed was 26,178 as against 24,615 in 
1868, or an increase of 1,563. The Receipts have risen from £59,330 6s. 2d., 
in 1868, to £79,783 16s. 8d.—an increase of £20,453 10s. 6d., or upwards of 
34 per cent. 

The Goods Traffic yielded nearly 97 per cent., or £19,792 5s. 1d.; 
of this increase, the quantity of Goods carried being 3,967 tons in excess 
of the quantity carried in 1868. 

The expenditure was £65,620 17s. 9d. compared with £53,845 4s. 10d., 
or an increase of 22 per cent. 
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The number of miles run was 252,489, or 4,291 less than in the 
previous year. 
SHIPPING. 


Returns at pages 119 to 121. 

The total number of vessels entered inwards during 1869 was 548, of 
an ageregate tonnage of 145,218, being an increase of 37 vessels, and of 
12,270 tonnage on the previous year. 

From Great Britain 27 vessels of 14,929 tons arrived, an increase of 
three vessels and 127 tons over the arrivals in 1868. By far, however, the 
greater bulk of the shipping enters from New South Wales, the returns 
showing an increase of 46 vessels, and of 11,354 tonnage from that colony. 

The arrivals from South Australia also show a noteworthy increase, 
being 41 vessels of 9,516 tons, as against 24 vessels of 4,865 tons in the 
previous year; and there was also a slight increase in the arrivals from New 
Caledonia. 

On the other hand, the arrivals from Victoria decreased from 30 vessels 
of 5,555 tons in 1868, to eight vessels of 1,053 tons; the Tasmanian arrivals, 
from 20 vessels of 2,863 tons, to 12 vessels of 1,758 tons. From the South 
Sea Islands the decrease has been five vessels, and of tonnage, 491. 

Twenty-one vessels arrived in ballast, of which number five were from 
New Zealand and seven from Néw Caledonia, under charter, to convey live 
stock from the colony. 

527 vessels of 142,802 tons, and crews of 11,196, cleared from the 
several ports during the year. Compared with 478 vessels of 127,871 tons, 
and crews 9,970 in 1868, the increase in the departures to Great Britain 
was six vessels, and of tonnage, 2,835; to New South Wales, of 31 vessels, 
and of tonnage, 9,739; to New Zealand, of eight vessels, and of tonnage, 
2,572, 

The departures to Tasmania, South Australia, and New Caledonia, 
also show an increase, whilst those to Victoria and the South Sea Islands 
exhibit a decrease. 

The average tonnage of vessels arriving from Great Britain in 1865— 
when immigration was at its height—was 897°6; in 1866, 909°7; in 1867, 
917°3; in 1868, 616°8 ; and in 1869, 552°9. 

The number of sea-going steamers for which certificates were 
registered by the Marine Board, was less by one, whilst those suited for 
internal navigation had an addition of two. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


Attention is now directed to Tables LXXTIT. to LXXVII., pages 122 
to 182 inclusive. 

The imports seaward during 1869 amounted to £1,731,310, and the 
value of sheep introduced into the Colony overland (principally for stud 
purposes), being estimated at £73,268, gives a total value of £1,804,578. 

The exports seaward were valued at £2,111,142, and the sheep, 
cattle, and horses passed across the border to the southern markets, at 
£55,664, making the total amount of our export trade £2,166,806. 

The import and export trade combined amounted to £3,971,384, as 
against £4,006,556 in 1868, or a decrease of £35,172. 

The import and export trade with the United Kingdom amounted to 
£1,056,290, showing an increase on the previous year of £119,355. The 
increase in the imports was £24,138, and in the exports £95,217, or nearly 
18 per cent. 

The total value of our importations therefrom was £455,796, and 
of our exports thereto £600,494, showing a*balance of trade in favor of the 
Colony of £144,698. " 

The trade with the Australian Colonies declined considerably, the 
amount of imports and exports combined being £2,777,463, compared 
with £3,023,056 in 1868—a falling off of £245,593. The imports amounting 
to £1,274,702, as against £1,443,562—a deerease of £168,860, The exports 
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amounting to £1,502,761, against £1,579,494 in 1868, or a decrease of 
pica ; but still leaving a balance of trade in favor of the Colony of 
£228,059, 


IMPORTS. 


The total value of the imports seaward amounted to £1,731,310, as 
against £1,899,119 in 1868, being a decrease of £167,809. 

The importation was at the rate of £15 18s. 7d. for every individual 
of the estimated mean population. 

The quantity of beer imported decreased from 588,162 gallons in 1868 
to 895,936 gallons in 1869; and the value, from £97,191 in 1868, to £69,090. 
It might, therefore, be presumed that the home-made article had superseded 
the imported; but, on turning to page 156, it will be seen that only 30,057 
gallons were made in the colony, which still leaves a decreased consumption 
of 162,169 gallons. 

The import of brandy was less by 22,016 gallons, and spirits of all 
kinds by 41,385 gallons. 

“logge also shows a decrease, the quantity being 4,358 gallons less than 
in ‘ 

The quantity of butter imported was 382,871 lbs., compared with 
479,336 lbs. in 1868—a decrease of 96,465 Ibs. 

Flour shows an increase of 8,970 tons, but a diminution in value to 
the amount of £18,110. 

The quantity of sugar imported was 3,010 tons, which was 267 tons 
less than the import in 1868, and 196 tons less than we imported in 
1865, when our population was more than twenty thousand persons under 
the estimate for 1869; and as we did not export any during the year, 
it may safely be assumed that our own sugar is taking the place of the 
foreign article. 

Tea shows a decline of 15,820 lbs., attributable, no doubt, to a desire 
on the part of importers to reduce stocks, rather than to a decreased 
consumption; for it will be seen that the quantity taken out of bond 
exceeded the release in 1868. 

Leather, manufactured and unmanufactured, to the amount of 
£78,265, was imported, as against £91,739 in 1868—a diminution in value 
of £13,474. The principal decline was in boots and shoes, &c.; the value, 
£67,501, compared with the import in 1868, viz., £79,227, leaving a falling 
off of £11,726. 

The import of fresh fruit and vegetables of all kinds has somewhat 
increased—the former to the value of £296, and the latter to the value of 
£119. One would think that the £32,000, which we annually send else- 
where for these products, should be a temptation to our local producers. 
Our farmers appear to be successful in a contrary direction, having reduced 
the import of maize by 46,839 bushels. 

Machinery for the manufacture of sugar figures for the sum of 
£19,030, as against £9,268 in the previous year—an increase of £9,762 ; 
while machinery of all kinds amounted in value to £44,634 compared with 
£44,334—an increase of £300. 

It may here be of interest to note the value of machinery imported 
since 1866 for the purposes of sugar making, it having been first specifically 
described under its proper heading in that year :—

Iron wire figures for £27,045—an increase of £5,199. 
This appears to be coming largely into use for fencing purposes. 
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EXPORTS. 


The total value of the Exports seaward was £2,111,142, a detailed 
list of which will be found at page 129 to 132. Compared with the exports 
for 1868—viz., £2,107,437—they show a slight increase of £3,705. 

The rate of exportation per head of the estimated mean population 
was £19 8s. 6d. 

Having already dealt with the exports of pastoral and mineral produce, 
under the head of Production, it is not necessary here to recapitulate 
them. But it is worthy of remark that, while the quantity of Wool ex- 
ported increased by 3,479,872 lbs., the increase in value was only £40,938, 
showing how seriously this branch of our trade is affected by the low prices 
ruling. 

”" Next in order, the exports of Agricultural and Indigenous products 
come under review, and, turning first to Cotton, it will be seen that there 
was a large falling off compared with the export of the preceding year, the 
total quantity shipped being 1,118,899 Ibs., valued at £51,217, against 
1,809,628 Ibs., of the value of £68,929—or a decrease of 690,729 lbs., and in 
value of £17,712. 

Rum.—81,508 gallons of this spirit were exported, valued at £4,966, 
as against 2,072 gallons in 1868, valued at £380; and it may be anticipated 
that the shipments of this article will increase when it has had sufficient 
time to mature.and develop its quality. 

Molasses figures for the small amount of £40. 

The export of Fruit (Green), principally Bananas and Pine-apples, 
shows a falling off of £2,198, being £5,247 against £7,445. ; 

Potatoes to the value of £181 were exported, being an increase of £112. 

Arrowroot appears not only to have recovered the depression it 
experienced in the years 1866 and 1867, but to be making a market for 
itself, The quantity exported, as will be seen from the following table, 
shows an excess of 7,270 lbs. over 1868, and 21,086 lbs. over the export in 
1867 :—

The Timber trade showed signs of decided improvement, the value of 
the total quantity of all kinds shipped being £30,241, compared with 
£16,578. 

A trade in Bark would appear to be springing up, 197 tons, valued 
at £1,006, having been exported during the year, as against 10 tons, valued 
at £52, in 1868 ; while our first shipment took place in the year 1860, and 
amounted to two packages, valued at £1. 

The total value of exports, the produce of the Colony, amounted to 
£2,079,115—an inerease of £8,918 over 1868. 


BANKING. 
JOINT STOCK BANKS. 

This appears to be the appropriate place for Banking Statistics, 
although, for other reasons, the tables have been placed much earlier in the 
Statistics. They will be found in pages 44 and following. 

In the first quarter of 1869, the notes and bills in active circulation 
amounted to £174,397, and fell to £161,282 in the last. The deposits in the 
first quarter amounted to £1,010,213, and in the last to £961,612—a decrease 
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of £48,601—and comparing the last quarter with that of the previous year, it 
appears that the public has withdrawn £56,954 from the custody of banks 
during 1869. 

The total liabilities of all the Joint Stock Banks amounted, on the 31st 
December, to £1,138,639 against £1,214,586 in 1868. 

The coin and bullion held in the first quarter is returned at £325,812, 
and in the last at £302,613. 

It is evident from the amount of accommodation afforded—the 
advances having increased from £1,551,164, in the early part of the year, to 
£1,576,747, in the latter—that the demand on the part of the public for 
money to carry on and develop trade has afforded an opportunity for the 
profitable employment of capital, which has resulted, as in former years, in 
the declaring of dividends to the shareholders of from 8 to 17 per cent. 

The total assets on the 31st December amounted to £2,002,822. 

The rates of discount on local bills were the same as those of the 
preceding year, averaging from 7 per cent. for bills at short dates, to 10 per 
cent. for paper which had above 125 days to run. 

The rate of exchange shows but a very slight variation, and remained 
favorable to the colony. 


GOVERNMENT SAVINGS BANK. 

The number of offices open for the receipt and payment of Savings 
Bank moneys, on the 31st December, was 40, being an increase of two. 

The amount of money lodged during the year amounted to 
£241,774 14s. against £210,148 15s. 2d. in 1868 — an increase of 
£31,625 18s. 10d. £174,002 is. 7d. was withdrawn, against £120,369 19s. 2d. 
in 1868, or an increase of £53,632 2s. 5d. The transactions of the year, 
however, closed with an increase of 1,051 accounts, and the sum of 
£79,860 9s. 4d. over the previous year, and leaving £300,522 19s. 1d. to the 
credit of 5,327 accounts. 

The facility afforded to depositors by the Bank, in allowing them to 
withdraw their savings by sending notice through the telegraph of their 
wish so to do, appears each year to be more fully availed of, 911 operations 
of this nature having been conducted in 1869, against 510 in 1868. 


REVENUE. 

The total Revenue, including land orders received in payment of 
land purchased from the Crown, amounted to the sum of £772,858 8s. 9d., 
and was less by £7,258 17s. 7d. than the receipts of the previous year, while 
the absolute cash receipts amounted to £738,218 14s. 5d., or an increase of 
£13,364 2s. 7d. over those of 1868. 

The Customs receipts fell from £333,636 8s. 8d. in 1868, to 
£308,719 7s. 8d.—a decrease of £24,917 1s.; the items in which it occurred 
are shown in the subjoined comparative table.

‘The revenue derivable from the export of gold, miners’ rights, and 
auriferous leases, &c., declined £7,119 1s. 9d. 

The total receipts under the general head of Land Revenue, viz., 
land sales, rents of agricultural land, and of land leased for pastoral 
purposes, assessment on runs, and survey fees, show a falling off of 
£3,347 lds. 3d., while in the receipts for land rented for pastoral purposes 
solely, there is a diminution to the amount of £12,235 7s., which is to some 
extent compensated by the increased receipts for land conditionally 
purchased, homestead selections, and rents under “Zhe Leasing Act of 1866.” 

On the other hand, almost every other branch of revenue shows an 
increase, the most marked being in the excise, in rents derived from tolls, 
ferries, wharves, &c., and in the railway receipts. 

The various sources of revenue of the two years 1868 and 1869 are 
compared in the following table, and the increase or decrease under each 
head shown. .

EXPENDITURE. 


At page 50 will be found the Account Current of the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund, and from page 53 to 91, a Statement of Expenditure. 

It will be seen that up to the 31st December, £709,670 Is. 9d. had 
been expended, as well as a further sum in excess of the vote of the Legisla- 
ture of £22,761 1s. 6d. on account of the service of the year, and also 
£51,924 17s. 5d. on account. of 1868, making a total expenditure within 
the year of £784,356 0s. 8d., which exceeds the receipts by the sum of 
£46,138 6s. dd. 
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EXPENDITURE ON LOAN ACCOUNT. 
A statement of expenditure chargeable against the Loan Fund is given 
at pages 93 and 94, from which it appears that the disbursements under this 
head amounted to £117,077 11s. 6d. during the year. 


PUBLIC DEBT. 


A return of the Public Debt of the Colony will be found at page 106. 

The capital debt amounted on the 31st December, 1869, to the sum of 
£3,459,750—(Vide Table XLIIL., page 106)—and the annual interest payable 
thereon to £225,125, the full particulars of which are set forth in Table 
XXXV., page 99. 

To meet the 6 per cent. Debentures issued under the Act 25 Victoria, 
No. 3, amounting to £123,800, and due in 1882, a sinking fund is provided 
of 2 per cent. on the Consolidated Revenue, and to the credit of which fund, 
appears, as on 31st December, 1869, the: sum of £59,261 14s. 3d.—( Vide 
Table XXXII., page 95.) 

The Treasury Bills authorised by the Act 30 Victoria, No. 10, 
amounting to £300,000, and bearing interest at the rate of ten pounds per 
centum per annum, falling due on the 31st December, 1869, were provided 
for by the Act 33 Victoria, No. 7, which authorised the issue of Treasury 
Bills to the amount of £350,000, at six pounds per centum per annum, for 
the purpose of redeeming them; but the issue of Bills under the last 
mentioned Act does not come within the financial operations of 1869. 


SOCIAL STATISTICS. 


EDUCATION. 


The tables on this head will be found at pages 186 and 187. 

The return of primary schools comes first in importance as well as 
position. 

The number of schools increased during the _ from 73 to 89, or 
nearly 20 per cent. | 

The Government expenditure for salaries and rent was £11,987 11s. 8d., 
as against £10,007 12s. in 1868—an inerease of £1,979 19s. 8d., or slightly 
under 20 per cent. 

The salaries above alluded to, were supplemented by £4,141 4s. 4d., 
school fees paid by the relatives of the scholars. 

The total number of scholars on the rolls improved from 9,751 in 
1868, to 11,087 in 1869, an increase of nearly 24 per cent.; and the average 
daily attendance, from 4,819 to 5,736, or 18°6 per cent.; the proportionate 
attendance, as against numbers enrolled, having also improved from 49°4 to 
51:7. 

The return of private schools exhibits, on the whole, a falling off. 

The number of schools has increased from 94 to 101, whilst the 
aggregate number of scholars has decreased from 2,877 to 2,248. 

There does not appear to have been included in the Register for any 
previous year, a return of the grammar schools, which is now supplied, page 
137. 

Of these there are as yet only two in the colony, viz., at Ipswich and 
Brisbane. 

Putting out of consideration the expenses incurred in former years, 
these schools have cost, in the year 1869, to the Government, £1,625, out of 
a total expenditure of £3,844 19s., and providing for the education of 137 
pupils, at an average cost of £28 1s. 3d. per head, of which the Government 
contributed slightly over 42 per cent. 

PUBLIC LIBRARIES AND READING ROOMS. 

These institutions do not appear to flourish to the extent that their 
possible value would render desirable. 

The returns for the year 1869 will be found at page 138, and may be 
compared with similar returns at page 131 of the Statistics for 1868. 
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ORPHAN SCHOOLS, ETC. 


There are certain institutions as much charitable as educational, ° 
calculated at once to relieve distress and prevent criminal ignorance, and 
which, though devoted to different objects, may well be classed together, viz., 
Orphan Asylums, Industrial Schools, and Reformatory Institutions. ; 

In this Colony, at present, we have but two representatives of this 
class, returns of which are to be found at pages 138-134. These are both 
Orphan Asylums. But it cannot be overlooked that we have in our more 
important towns a class of children growing up, who, under the present 
system, are sure sooner or later to drift into prison, and to come out with the 
instincts of crime only the more developed. 

Such a class is not confined to our colony, and wherever it exists is a 
source of trouble and anxiety. With a view to dealing with these un- 
fortunates, there are provisions now on our statute book for both industrial 
and reformatory schools, but up to the present time such provisions are a 
dead letter. Were such schools established, there would be no difficulty in 
finding plenty of scholars. 

It has been suggested, and is worthy of consideration, that practical 
agriculture would be a valuable industry to be taught, and with the great 
advantage of giving plenty of open air and exercise, the importance of which 
to children is undeniable. 


CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS, 


Though availing themselves, as far as possible, of individual charitable 
donations, are to a material extent supported by grants from the Govern- 
ment funds. 

Hospitals have increased in number from 12 to 18. 

The total number of cases treated as in-door or resident patients, 
in a medical or surgical point of view, has been 2,025 in 1869, as against 
1,405. The returns of out-door patients are too vague to afford exact 
retwns in 1868. The out-door relief, administered in consequence of 
poverty, has been extended to 659 cases as against 562. 

With regard to the Brisbane Hospital, the burden of out-door relief 
has been taken from it, and such relief in Brisbane is now administered 
purely at the expense of, and by a board nominated by the‘Government. 

Returns have not been obtained either of the number of cases 
relieved or of the expense incurred in such relief, and the Report of 
the Auditor-General for the year 1869 does not appear to give any 
information on the subject. 

The total expenditure of Hospitals for the year has amounted to 
£16,272 14s., of which £8,460, or more than» one-half, was contributed 
by the Government; and out of that sum only £600 16s. 3d. devoted to 
out-door relief, which is, of course, exclusive of the velief administered by 
the board above referred to. bi 

There is an establishment, supported by the Government, at 
Dunwich, for the care and treatment of persons incapacitated by age 
or permanent infirmity, and unable to support themselves. 

The number of its inmates has slightly increased from 79, at the 
end of 1868, to 85 in 1869. 

The amount of expenditure, as taken from the Auditor-General’s 
Report, page 66, was £1,692 18s. 9d. for the year 1869. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS OF RESTRAINT. 


There is but one regular Asylum for lunatics in the colony, viz., that 
at Woogaroo, the return for which will be found at page 135. 

The result is satisfactory, as increase is shown in the number of 
inmates supposed curable, whilst there is a large decrease in the patients 
deemed incurable, and an absolute decrease in the total number of inmates. 

The alterations and improvements, made with a view to increased 
accommodation and comforts of those under treatment, appear to have borne 
good fruit. 
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LUNATIC RECEPTION HOUSES. 


These are intended to provide for a class of cases in which temporary 
yestraint and treatment is require ed, but for which up to a late period there 
was no provision other than gaols or the Asylum. They have been esta- 
blished for so short a period that returns up to the present date would be of 
small value; but, in future years, the effect, in relieving the Lunatic Asylum 
proper of mere temporary cases, will, do doubt, be manifest. 


LOCK HOSPITAL. 


The return relating to Brisbane, found at page 135, being the first of 
the kind, hardly calls for comment. 
In some of the country hospitals, wards are set apart for a similar 


purpose, but from these there are no returns. 


GAOLS. 


The returns under this head will be found at pages 114 and 115. 

There are nominally four gaols in the colony, but of these, two, viz., 
at, Rockhampton and Toowoomba, can hardly be deemed more than houses of 
detention for short periods. 

The two gaols proper, are, one at Brisbane, and the other the Penal 
Establishment at St. Helena, an island in Moreton Bay. 

In the Brisbane Gaol, the number of cells each designed for one 
inmate only, remains the same as last year, 144, out of which just one 
half, or 72, appear to have been occupied at Michaelmas, 1869, as against 
70 at a similar period in the preceding year. 

At the penal establishment, St. Helena, where the longest sentenced 
prisoners are kept, and employed chiefly in ‘sugar growing, considerable 
addition has been made within the year, chiefly in providing means for 
separate confinement. 

The total number of prisoners returned, shows a reduction from 
116 to 87; but it is understood that, when the improvements at present 
in progress are complete, there will be accommodation for 200, for all 
of whom occupation can be found in the sugar plantation established on, 
the island. 


LAW, CRIME, ETC. 

Tables on these subjects will be found at pages 107 to 115, both< 
inclusive ; tables numbered from XLIV. to LXI. _ 
Under this head falls the business of the courts—both civil and 
criminal—and as to 


SUPREME AND CIRCUIT COURTS. 

As to civil business, Tables XLIV. and XLV. are already so com- 

pendious that it is only necessary to refer to similar tables, Nos. XVI. 

and XVITI., page 86, in the Statistics of 1868, for the benefit of those who 
may wish to make comparisons. 


REGISTRATION, 


What may be termed the Registration business of the Supreme Court’ 
will be found detailed in Tables XLVI. to L., both inclusive. 

It must be borne in mind that liens on wool and liens on crops are 
only good for twelve months, and it is, therefore, most probable that many of 
those registered are only continuations of previous securities, whilst the 
returns of liens released take no account of those which, having been paid off, 
were allowed simply to lapse. 


INSOLVENCIES. 


There were 79 cases in 1869, as against 94 in 1868. 
The amount of liabilities was proportionably much map isi ate 256 
17s. 6d., as against £225,354 8s. 9d. 
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The amount of assets proportionably larger—£91,730 9s. 9d. against 
£107,553 16s. 7d. 

But it does not speak well for our present system, that only 
£5,345 4s. 10d., or 5°8 per cent. of the stated assets, was paid in the shape of 
dividends. 


INTESTATE ESTATES. 


Of these there appear to have been 170, with an aggregate amount of 
£6,129 4s. 10d., against 126, with £4,307 5s. 2d., in 1868. The property 
dealt: with is confined to personal estate. 

It would be a decided improvement if the real estate of intestates were 
administered in some manner similar to that applied to personalty. 


CRIME. 


In the return of the Supreme Court business, No. LIV., p. 109, a 
distinction is not drawn between felonies and misdemeanors. 

The totals exhibit an increase upon those of 1868: 38 convictions and 
22 acquittals, against 22 convictions and 9 acquittals. 

The number of criminals executed capitally was 4 against 2, but of 
the four there were three hung for the same crime, the murder of Halligan. 


DISTRICT COURTS. 


From a comparison of Tables Nos. LVI. and LVITI., page 110, with 
Tables Nos. XX VII. and XXVIII., page 89, of the Register for 1868, it 
appears that as to the civil business, whilst the number of cases has decreased 
from a total of 601 to 487, the amount sued for has fallen from £34,634 15s. 
to £27,399 2s. 4d., and the amount recovered, from £12,360 17s. 9d. to 
£7,561 18s. 1d. 

The criminal business does not show much alteration: 127 felonies 
and 15 misdemeanors, against 113 and 31 respectively in 1868. 


SUMMARY JURISDICTION. 


Table No. LVIII., page 111, may be compared with No. XXIX., page 
90, in Register for 1868. 

There is only a slight increase in the number of cases dealt with under 
the criminal jurisdiction. 

With regard to the Petty Debts Courts, Table LX., page 118, may be 
contrasted with No. XXXTI., page 92, of 1868. 

There is a slight increase of cases under £10, with a decrease in the 
ageregate amount sued for, and an increase as to cases over £10 both in the 
number and the total amounts sued for and recovered respectively.
